Glass Eyes. 


The ancient Egyptian who, when he 
lost his eye in a street fight, wore a 
painted bandage over the empty socket 
the rest of his life, would open his re­ 
maining optic in wide wonder if he 
could see the perfection to which tim 
modern glass eye has been brought. 
Scores of peonle go through life wear­ 
ing one crystal hue orb, so exact in its 
imitation of the color, size, structure 
and expression of the other, that its 
artificiality is never suspected. 
Siuoe 
the eye-stump, the muscular remnant 
which is always left, has been utilized 
as a motor, the glass eye moves natur­ 
ally in the socket and bas lost the fixed 
dead st:ire which formerly betrayed it. 
Glass eyes seem to liave bee* first 
made at the beginning of the present 
century, and the first specimens were 
solid, the pupil and iris beimj pail!ted 
on the rear surface with oil colors. The 
eve, as now made, consists of two dis­ 
tinct shells, the exterior, which is what 
we see, aud tho interior, or lining, one 
which is fitted to tho eye-stump. The 
tools of the workman arc his breath and 
his bauds. He works at a table On which 
is a lamp, to whose llamo the blast of a 
bellows worked with the foot, gives a 
pointed jet of the varying strength re­ 
quired. 
The end of r hollow tube of crystal 
is heated and blown into a ball, which 
is colored to imitate the white of the 
eye with enamels applied while the glass 
is still in a vitreous paste. The imita­ 
tion is exact 
The workman is not 
hampered by high ideals, and he makes 
this part of tho eye clear, white, bilious 
or bloodshot iu exact accordance with 
the other. A round hole is then made 
in the center to receive the globe of the 
eye. In washing this globe the iris is 
first formed out of several amalgamated 
enamels. 
In the center the pupil is 
fixed in black enamel, and finished with 
the delicate tracery of those lino fibers 
found in the natural eye. The eye globe 
is then soldered into the exterior shell, 
and the optic is finished. 
France no longer monopolizes this 
delicate branch of manufacture. A New 
York firm makes huge quantities of the 
most perfect specimens and besides sup­ 
plying in a large measure tho home mar­ 
ket, tills extensive orders from South 
and Central America. 
Wearers of this 
article generally keep two or three on 
hand, which increases the demand. The 
composition of the limpid enamels used 
is a1 wa) 4 a trade secret, jealously 
guarded: and beside human eyes, glass 
eyes are frequently made for and worn 
by animals, while the manufacture of 
doll’s eyes is a distiuct and lucrative 
business. 
Thanks, then to the trained skill of 
modern handiwork, the man who has 
lost an eye may fill the ghastly void 
with a substitute which will defy ordi­ 
nary inspection. The painted orb is cap­ 
able of a good deal of expression;l l 
cannot, to be sure, cry vciy much, or 
flash with anger, and it is not probable 
that any amount of emotion would di­ 
late the black enamel pupil. But a wink 
is not impossible of achievement, and, 
if the proprietor will judiciously culti­ 
vate the heavy droop of tho eyelid 
which characterized the first Napoleon, 
the glass eye will look out from under 
its lashes with a glance of sincerity 
which will deceive every one except the 
man who made it.— Washington tost.

Household Soup Makings 
im 
— - 
Mr. VT. Mcnzies gives, in the Chemist 
and Druggist, the following practical 
recipe for making soap without boiling: 
“ Take exactly ten pounds of double re­ 
fined ninety-eight per centum caustic 
soda powder, put it iii any can or jar 
with forty-five pounds (four and a half 
gallons) of water, stir it once or twice, 
when it will dissolve immediately and 
become quite hot; let it stand until the 
lye thus made is cold. Weigh out and 
place in any convenient vessel for mix­ 
ing exactly seventy-five pounds of 
clean grease, tallow, or oil (not mineral 
oil). If grease or tallow be used, melt 
it slowly over the fire until it is liquid 
and just warm—say temperature not 
more than one hundred degrees Fahren­ 
heit. If oil be used no heating is re­ 
quired. Pour the lye slowly into the 
melted grease or oil in a small stream 
continuously, at the same time stirring 
with a flat wooden stirrer about three 
inches broad; continue gently stirring 
until the lye and grease are thoroughly 
combined and in appearance like honey. 
Do not stir too long or the mixture will 
separate itself again. The time re­ 
quired varies somewhat with the weath­ 
er and tho kind of tallow, grease or 
oil 
used; from 
fifteen to twenty 
minutes will be enough. When the 
mixing is completed, pour off the liquid 
soap into an old square box for a mold 
suflicicntly largo to hold it, previously 
dampening the sides with wrater so as 
to prevent the soap sticking. 
Wrap up 
the box well with old blankets, or, bet­ 
ter still, put it in a warm place until 
the next day, when tho box will contain 
a block o f ono hundred and thirty 
pounds of soap, which can afterward 
be cut up with a wire. Remember the 
chief points in the above directions, 
which must bo exactly followed. The 
lye must be allowed to cool, ll melted 
tallow or grease be used it must not be 
more than warm. The exact weight of 
double-refined ninety-eight nerccntuni 
powdered caustic soda and tallow or oil 
must be taken; also the lye must be 
stirred into the grease, not grease or 
oil added to the lye. 
If the grease or 
tallow used be not clean, or contain 
salt, it must bo “ rendered” or purified 
previous to use, that is to say, boiled 
with water and allowed to b eco m e hard 
again to throw out the impurities. Any 
salt present will spoil the whole opera­ 
tion entirely, but discolored or rancid 
greaso or tallow is just as good as fresh 
for soap-making purposes. 
lf the soap turn out sticky and un­ 
even it has not been thoroughly mixed. 
lf very sharp to the taste, too much 
soda has been taken, 
lf soft, mild and 
greasy, too little soda has been used. 
In either case it must now be thrown 
into a pan and brought to a boil with 
a little more water. 
In the first case 
boiling is all that is necessary; iii the 
other instances a very little oil or a 
very little more of the double refined 
powdered caustic soda must be added 
to the water. These things will never 
happen, however, if the directions are 
exactly followed, and after the soap 
has been made several times with the 
experience thus gained, the process is 
extremely easy, and tho result will be 
always a good batch of soap. 
Beef 
tallow makes tho hardest soap, mutton 
fat a rather softer soap; of oils, cotton 
seed is tho cheapest and best, but the 
soap is much softer, lathering very 
freely, indeed. Ordinary household fat 
or dripping will make a nice soap, and 
in many places can be Cbtained at a 
trilling cost, and in exchange for goods 
sold. Such grease, however, must be 
carefully examined for salt which it 
often co n ta in s. 
It w ill l*o e v id e n t that. 
any smaller quantity of soap can be 


so. 
In providing for their

do). Except the Yankee ‘pork and 
beans’ there seems to be no viand so 
wedded to a vegetable as to be spoken 
of together, like our 4 duck and green 
peas, 4 mutton and turnips,’ etc. Gen­ 
erally speaking, vegetables are chosen 
haphazard, and so carrots, or dried 
beans, or turnips arc as often served 
with poultry as not; no question of the 
•eternal fitness’ of things seems to 
trouble 
tho 
average 
housekeeper. 
Then, not only is the unfitness of cer­ 
tain meats unthought of, but the vege­ 
tables themselves are served with sub­ 
lime disregard to harmony, and so peas 
and asparagus, and summer squash and 
potatoes often find themselves cheek 
ny jowl on one plate. From four to 
six vegetables arc often served at once, 
and two merely aro considered by any 
but very fashionable people (who affect 
English and French 
customs very 
much) to be a very mean sort of din­ 
ner. Tomatoes, in some form or other, 
are invariably on tho table when in 
season, and more often than not canned, 
even in winter. But although they aro 
now as generally eaten as potatoes arc 
with us, I am told that twenty-five 
years ago they were quito rare, and 
few people liked them. They arc now, 
however, the most popular of all vege­ 
tables, e xeept potatoes, which are hero 
called ‘Irish potatoes,* to distinguish 
them from the sweet esculent, and aro 
cooked in a variety of ways, some, I 
think, quito new to English people.'*

An English writer, who has made the 
tour of the States, gives this account of 
tho National dinner: 
**Tho principal 
thing that characterizes an American 
dinner is its abundance. 
Huge joints 
of meat are not so common in this 
country as in England,. eight pounds 
of sirloin or an eight-pound leg of 
mutton being considered a fairly large 
joint, while the English sixteen to 
twenty-pound roast aro never seen in 
private families. 
But outside of the 
size of the joint, everything else is on 
a larger 
proportionate scale—large 
dishes of vegetables and great variety 
of them, large pies and a huge tureen 


One day last week a Detroit produce- 
buyer had occasion to remain over 
night with a farmer in Western Michi­ 
gan. 
While eating supper he was 
asked if ho knew much about law; 
whether he had ever served on a jury; 
if he called himself a competent man to 
arbitrate in an affair between neigh­ 
bors, and if ho was posted on the law 
regarding breach of promise cases. He 
answered these questions as best he 
could, and apparently to the satisfac­ 
tion of the farmer, for as soon as the 
meal was finished the sun-browned 
agriculturist confidentially began: 
“ I think you aro a pretty square 
man, and I may want you to help mo 
out of a little difficulty.
